Honeſty into him, as the Counteſs of Zea- 
land had, when ſhe was brought to Bed 
of an Almanack; for he is poſitive the 
Path to Villany is the only Road to Profit, 
being like the Old Seton, who Swore his 
Clock went true, whatever the Sun ſaid 
to the contrary. 


He was once in Holland when King

Rotterdam he Cheated Mr. Kelly, who 
keeps an Ale houſe at the Sign of the Union 
Flag, out of 180 Ducatoons, by the ſpe- 


cious Pretence of png him to be Houſe- 


Keeper.of His Majeſty's Palace at Loo; and 
for the Furniſhing thereof for the King's 
Reception when he went thither from the 
Hague, he had beſpoke Tapeſtrey and Arras 


Hangings which came to above 5 000 l. but 


being Ry ſeen to come out of 
the Merchant's 


ouſe by one that knew 
him in England very well, he gave No- 
tice. of. Fuller's Pranks to the Merchant, 
who was going to ſend away what Goods 


he had beſpoke that very Afternoon, to 


his Lodgings, which were then at Delph. 


Hereupon our Famous Cheat-Maficr-Ge- 
neral of Great-Britain ( whole Goodnels is 
of the ſame Parentage with good Laws, 
both Extracted out of bad Manners) be- 
ing diſcoverd in his Villanous Enterpiſes 
in this Country, he returns to his own a- 
2ain ; where he ſtill Cheats with as little 
Remorſe as the Pope gives away an Here- 

tic 
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tick's Kingdom; for intruding himſelf into 
the Acquaintance, of one Mrs. Wilſon, at 
Ratclij-Highway, he Wire-draw'd her out 
of 150 l. to help her to be Chief Lawundrejs 
to the late Cue ,ο, which Place indeed had 
really been (I muſt needs ſay, between 
Jew and Turk) worth her Money ; but 
it is Mr. Fuller's Misfortune, whom (for 
his wheedling Tongue, falſe Heart, and 
ſly Carriage) I can't but compare to 
Cerberus, the Triple-headed Porter of Hell, 
always to loſe his Intereſt, juſt when his 
Clients come to take Poſſeſſion of what 
their pretended Friend never delign'd they 
ſhould enjoy. 


Upon my Word ſome Attornics (but 
tis very rare) has more Hozzſty than this 
unaccountable Fellow, who for Bilkin 
Coach-Men, Link-Boys, and Chair-Men, has 
been as Dextrous as a Vintner's Wiſe in 
uſing Marlborough) Chalk, or a Victualler 
( who Lives on the Sins of the People, 
which verefies the Axiom, Jiſdem nutritur 
ex quibus componitur ) in drawing the Ce- 
ometrical Figures of Fines, Gircles, and Sc- 
micircles, without a Pair of Compaſſes.

People with his Da----n'd Pacquets, than 
this Fellow has Cheated ; for one time go- 
ing at Colecheſter for a Quaker, having his 
Hair cropt like a Blewcoat-Boy, his Neck- 
cloth pincht into more Folds, than you fee 
in a Paper Lanthorn, and his Coat without 
any Pockets, he had the hmpudence to hold- 
forth in the Aſſembly of the Lambs, till one

good as Fuller, Iſſue is joyn'd, and when 
the Matter came to a Hearing before the 


late Lord Chief Juſtice Holt, the Bond 


was produc'd in Court, the Hand was to 


like the Defendant's that he could not di- 


ſtinguiſh it from his own, and Fullit's 
Witneſſes {wearing to his lending the Gen-

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About Chriſimas laſt he was diſcharg'd 
out of the Kmgs-Bench Priſon, and was 
no ſooner at Liberty, but he fell to his old 
Trade of Basket-making again; but having 
already tir d moſt Parts of the Town, 
thought fit to retire to the darkeſt Corners 
of it, as Fore-Street, Grul- Street, Wapping, 
Horfſey-Down, White-Chappel, St. Criles's, 
and other Fag-Ends of the Town ; where 
inſinuating himſelf into the Acquaintance 
of the moſt illiterate People of thoſe 
Neighbourhoods, to wham his Perſon and 
Character were intire Strangers, inſtantly 
ſtiles himſelf Lieutenant-Governor of the 
Tower, and Warden ofthe Mint; and accor- 
dingly making a tolerable Figure, and affect-

One Gilbert a Shipwright in Ro- 
therhith, was, with many others of that 
Town, as allo of Wapping Cheated of 
ſeyeral Sums af Money, who were all by 


Fuller's Means and Intereſt to be Tran- 


ſlated from Mechanic to Gentlemen. 


Having made a pretty handſome Col- 
lection and Progreſs in thoſe Parts, it was 
then time to draw a little nigher into the 
Town ; and accordingly taking Lodgings 
near Coleman-Street, got acquainted with 
one H n, who keeps the dan Ale- 
Houle there ; to whom he now alter'd his 
Note of Lieutenant-Governour of the 
Tower, and paſs'd for a Gentleman of a 
conſiderable Poſt in the Treaſury.

Fuller having now made: a conſiderable 
Progreſs alſo in the City, thought it might 
not be improper to remove his Practice

ſuch incident Charges ; that he thereupon, 
being Elevated at the Hopes of his Prefer- 
ment, let him have Money in order there- 
unto ; that the Priſoner often came and
